This substitute, 
which has not yet been framed, will be 
fn substance the bill originally intra 
duced by Mr. Payne, providing for fret 
trade with Puerto S-ico by the exten- 
sion of the customs aad revenue laws ol 
the XJntted States over the island. Thj 
debate yesterday lacked exciting feat 
lire. It was in the nature of a long 
range bombardment before the clash of 
~"ihe contending parties in battle. 


Mr. Payne opened, ivlth a general argu- 


ttient in support of the bill, goinglargely 
Jnto the material side of the situation 
•which the bill is designed to relieve. 
He referred to the cordial reception 
given the Americans by the people of 
'the island, and stated that he knows of 
no opposition to the annexation of this 
pern of the Antilles. 
The bill, he said, 


refers only to Puerto Rico, and should 
not be considered a precedent for the 
Philippines. 
To allay the feeling- of 


Ciscontent likely to arise we must open 
tip markets for the people of Puerto 
Rico'. 


The original bill, which was introduced 


by Mr. Payne/Jan. 19, provided that 
the customs and internal revenue laws 
of' the United States must be extended 
to Puerto Rico; but it was found that 
this action would not produce sufficient 
revenue to meet the expenses of the gov- 
ernment, and the substitute measure 
Tvas prepared, which provides a duty 
equal to 25 percent'of our own rates on 
all articles imported from Puerto Rico 
tnto the United States. 


This plan, it is be-lieved, will furnish 


sufficient revenue to meet the expenses 
of the government and have a sufficient 
surplus to establish common schools. 
The remission of 75 percent now paid 
means an increase of income of $2,300,000, 
which will doubtless increase and re- 
store prosperity to the island. The plan 
will not injure any interests 
in th= 


United States; the beet industry is con- 
sidered able to take care of itself, and to- 
bacco growers in this country will find 
a new market for tie.wrappers produced 
here, and the plan would thus bring 
gain instead of loss. 


That we have absolute power in gov- 


erning newly-acquired territory was 
proved in the debate of the Louisiana 
case. 
Mr. Payne proposed keeping the 


people in leading-strings until they are 
educated, then crown them with the 
glory of American citizenship. 


Mr. Richardson, the Democratic lead- 


er, joined issues upon the power of con- 
gress to enact the proposed legislation, 
and Mr. Balzell of Pennsylvania backed 
up Mr. Payne with a constitutional and 
legal argument 
All three were listened 


to with close attention.

GRIEF HASTENED 


COL. LOVELL'S END 


Boston, Feb. 20.—Colonel Benjamin S. 


Lovell, president of the John P. Lovell 
Arms company of this city, and a prom- 
inent figure in G. A. R., political and 
business circles throughout New Eng- 
land, died at his home in Weymouth 
Monday afternoon. 


Mr. Lovell was born in Weymouth, 


Jufy 10, 1844. He .-«ceived his early edu- 
cation in the public schools of his native 
town, and at the age of 17 enlisted in 
company A, Forty-second regiment, 
which was made up of volunteers from 
Weymouth. He served fn the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf until his regiment was 
mustered out Aug. 20, 18G3. 


He was prominent in the Masonic order 


and the Odd Fellows, in the Grand Army 
and in the clubs of Boston. 
He held 


many positions of honor and trust ia the 
organization of war veterans. 


In 1S80, 1881 and iSS2 he was a member 


of Governor Long's staff, with the title 
of colonel; also on Governor Green- 
halge's staff in 189S. He was also a dele- 
gate to the national Republican con- 
ventions of 1880, 1884, 1888, 1892. He was 
re-elected- councilor <Kom the Second 
district tn 1S96-97. 


He served his district in the legislature 


In 1877,1S78, 1885, entering the contest in 
the latter year for the special purpose 
of championing the soldiers' exemption 
bill, and was elected, 
» the senate in 


1S33 from the First Non 
, district. 


From his schooldays, excepting the 


period during the Civil War, Mr. Lovell 
was actively interested in the business 
of his father, John P. Lovell. Nearly 20 
years ago he and his three brothers were 
taken in as partners, and the firm be- 
came known as John P. Lovell & Sons. 
In 1SS7, to meet the demands of the 
steady increase of business, the firm was 
merged into the corporation known as 
the John P. Lovell Arms 
company. 


Benjamin was the treasurer for many 
years, and upon the death of his father, 
a few years ago, h« succeeded to the 
head of the concern as president. 


The death ol two of his brothers with- 


in the past two years seemed to weigh 
heavily upon him, and this grief, coupled 
with his business car^b, added to his de- 
cline in health. He kept at work until 
a few months ago, when he became pros- 
trated. 
The financial reverses of the 


company served to depress him and 
probably hastened the end.

large city whose commerce has In- 
creased. 
New York, New Orleans and 


Philadelphia have lost ground. 


While it is shown that New York is 


by all odds the chief port of the United 
States, particularly with regard to the 
value of its imports, Boston stands sec- 
ond with regard t«» both the total values 
of imports and exports of, merchandise. 
"Respecting imports, Boston has 
been 


second only to New York for the past 
decade, excepting in 1894, when Phila- 
delphia led Boston by $3,41^,632. 
The 


exoess in value of the imports of Boston 
for the entire decade amounted to $168,- 
778,394. 


The total export trade of Boston was 


less by $27,144,703 than that "Of New 
Orleans for the last 10 years' period; al- 
thought for the last years of this period, 
the excess of exports from Boston over 
the exports from New Orleans amounted 
to $75,878,701. 
As for exports, New Or- 


leans led Boston in 1890, 1891, 1892 and 
1897. 
Baltimore also led Boston as re- 


gards value of exports in 1890, 1892 and 
1898, 
although the total value of Bos- 


ton's exports led th--.se of Baltimore. 
This value was $105,4{\448. 


The aggregate commerce of the five 


principal ports of the United States- 
New York, Boston, New Orleans, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore-rforms a di- 
minishing proportion of the total com- 
merce of the United States, thus show- 
Ing that the smaller ports are obtaining 
an increased share.

IWACRUIYI READY TO TESTIFY 


Declares That He WiU Back Up 


Every Word of His 


Statement 


Washington, Feb. 20.—Charles E. Ma- 


crum, late consul at Pretoria, is delighted 
at the prospect of an investigation into 
the charges which he made against the 
administration oflicials and the British 
government a few days ago. 


Personal friends of his say that he has 


with him a bundJ» of letters which had 
been opened by the British censor and 
which bear the censor's seal. Mr. Ma- 
crum says: 


"Every word of my statement is true, 


and I propose to back up everything the 
paper contained. On my way home from 
South Africa I fully realized the import- 
ance of the charges, and this is why I 
refused to be interviewed or talk. 


"When I wrote that statement I re- 


vised it several times and tnen read it 
over a couple of times. I was careful 
not to say anything that I could not 
prove. Now that I've made the charges 
I will not take back a single sentence 01- 
word." 


Mr. Macrum was one of the most ac- 


tive, industrious and intelligent of the 
co'nsuls in the service of the United 
States. He was a constant writer on af- 
fairs in which Americans might take an 
interest. 


One of his many reports, of date Feb. 


4, 1899, is now of interest in view of the 
discussion of the ability of the Boers to 
maintain the war with respect to their 
supply of ammunition. The report of 
Feb. 4 is on dynamite, and says: 


"Consul Macrum has recently visited 


the dynamite factory. The company has 
an initial investment in ground and 
buildings of £600,000 ($2,919,900), -and 
carries a stock of from £700,000 to £800,- 
000 ($3,406,550 to $3,893,200) at all times. 


"It is not at all unlikely that the Boers 


have equal facilities for the manufac- 
ture of all kinds.of ammunition and. arms 
inasmuch as they have made such a 
great investment in one kind of explo- 
sive."

Illinois Hunter Kills the Beast After 


a Struggle. 


For several weeks a wolf scare has 


been in full force in the neighborhood 
of Red Bud, Ills. It culminated the 
other afternoon 'a a desperate fight 
between a bueV> and a wolf and the 
killing of the wolf. There are believed 
to be three or four more of them, how- 
ever. 
The wolves were first seen in 


the vicinity of Waterloo. There were 
five full grown mountain wolves in the 
pack then. They were seen by many 
farmers, but they were so fleet of foot 
that nobody could get near enough to 
take a shot at them. 
They ranged 


through the woods and at night came 
near the farmhouses and killed sheep 
and poultry. Their depredations be- 
came so great that the authorities of 
Monroe county offered a reward of $10 
for every wolfskin brought in, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. A farm- 
er near Waterloo lay in wait for the 
pack and brought fcrs-n one of them. 
The rest took the hYat and disappear- 
ed from those parts. For several weeks 
they were not seen. A few weeks ago 
they appeared in the Okaw bottoms 
near Red Bud. Only one was seen at 
a time around there, though. The first 
one was seen by Magistrate Daniel 
Fullmer, who lives northwest of New 
Athens. 
He was driving home when 


one of the animals ran across the road 
In front of him and made for the 
woods. A few days ago the wolves 
disappeared from around New Athens, 
and then they were seen in Monroe 
county In the vicinity of Saxtown, 
which is a rural community, near 
Millstadt. 


The othe< afternoon Jncob Ecbert. a 


brother of John Eckcrt of Belleville, 
was hunting in the woods near Sax 
town when he saw an animal some- 
distance away 
in the 
underbrush 


which looked at a distance like a dog 
He heard the wolf stories and crept 
around the side of a hill until he was 
near enough to sec that the animal was 
certainly not a dog, whatever else it 
might be. Getting up as close as he 
could without being discovered by the 
animal, he arose about 50 yards from 
it, took careful aim and fired. The 
wolf leaped into the air and howled, 
showing that it liad been wounded, 
but instead of dying or running awr.y 
it bounded, with distended ja\vs ana 
glaring eyes, in the direction of Eckert. 
He did not have time to reload his 
rifle. He clubbed the weapon, and as 
the wolf came within reach he swung 
It at the animal's head. 


Tbe wolf was wary, though, 
it 


crouched back out of tfie sweep of th'1 
gun, and before Eckert could raise ii 
for another blow the animal leaped up 
on him and tried to sink its teeth in hi^ 
throat. He still held his gun In boti. 
hands and was able to use it in ward 
ing o«E the ferocious attacks of the 
animal to the extent of keeping it from 
his throat. He wore heavy clotliiiiL. 
through which the claws and teeth of 
the wolf could scarcely penetrate. Th'1 
struggle lasted several minutes. EcU- 
ert's hands and face were lacerated 
by the claws of the animal, but cs 
caped its teeth. He finally succeeded 
in throwing the animal off of him anil 
before it could spring on him again 
struck it a blow on the head with the 
butt of his gun, which stunned it.

Striking: Example- of Courage and 


Murksmauiililp Displayed by Boers 
la the Baimto War—Their Mobiliz- 
ing Powers—Kind of Men England 
Need* to Fight the Afrikander!. 
J. B. Robinson, 
millionaire mine 


owner, who was brought up In South 
Africa, gun in haud, and who fought 
side by side with the Boers in the Ba- 
suto war and was for long the Inti- 
mate associate of the Boer leaders, has 
been commenting on the war as con- 
ducted up to date. He praises warmly 
the bravery displayed by the British 
troops in their charges against in- 
trenched Boer positions, a bravery 
which, he says, can best be realized by 
those who know what kind of man the 
Boer is. 


"The war," he says, "has demon- 


strated that the man with the gun, 
provided he knows how properly to 
handle it, Is the force that rules the 
world. 
No bravery, however great, 


can overcome him. England has not 
yet realized, and your generals refuse 
to understand, what a man armed as 
the Boer is armed and trained as he is 
trained can do against the bravest 
men who try to storm his position. 
Remember that the Boer is taught 
from boyhood to hit his living mark, 
and to hit it in the right spot. When I 
was a small boy, a shotgun was put in 
my hands, and I was encouraged to 
flre at birds. When I got a little older, 
I had my double barreled hunting 
piece, and as parties of us went out. the 
elders would show me just where to 
flre so as to pierce the game behind 
the shoulders when running at full 
speed. This is the training the Boers 
have had, and one man, taught in this 
way, can successfully resist a hundred 
men who try to rout him from an In- 
trenched position. On the other hand, 
200 men who are poor shots can be driv- 
en from their position by 25 determin- 
ed opponents." 


As an example of what Boers can 


do in the way of holding a strong po- 
sition by dint of courage and marks- 
manship, Mr. Robinson gives an ex- 
perience of his own in the Basuto war, 
writes the New York Sun's London 
correspondent. Potgieter was out wfth 
a scouting party of 30 men and found 
himself between two large parties of 
Kaffirs. 
Four of the little commando 


tried to get away, trusting to their 
well bred horses, but only one got 
'through, and he could not make his 
way to the laager to give warning. 
Potgieter and the remaining 26 men 
galloped for a small ridge, and, get- 
ting there in time, at once started 
throwing up stones in a semicircle to 
form a rampart of defense. Mr. Rob- 
inson goes on: 


"They had only raised the rampart 


two feet high when the Kaffirs were 
on them. Potgieter quickly issued his 
orders. 
The men had dismounted, 


and two held the horses behind the 
ridge. 
'No one is to fire until after 


me," the leader said. 
'I will bring 


down the chiefs, so many of you are 
to flre at the horses, and the remain- 
der are to shoot down the dismounted 
men when they get on their feet' All 
the Kaffirs were mounted, and they 
rode up to the little band in apparent- 
ly irresistible numbers, the chiefs, gay 
with their war plumes and heavy with 
Kaffir beer, at their head. 
The first 


body that had been sighted consisted 
of between 400 or 500 men, and a sec- 
ond strong force was later discovered in 
the rear. Potgieter let them approach 
to within 75 yards and then fired. 
Down fell chief after chief. The rifles 
of his men rang out, and all the horses 
of the leading men stumbled, shot 
through the breasta. The fire was so 
resistless that the charging party edged 
off to the right and the left and made 
a circle in retreat. Again the Kafflrs 
came on. They were armed with rifles, 
and a number of them kept up a rifle 
flre at the 'sides while the mounted 
forces again charged forward. 
But 


the result was only tbe same as before. 
They would draw off, their chiefs ex- 
horting them by the valor of all their 
forefathers, by the great deeds of Mo- 
sheshe, not to allow so puny -a band 
to defy them. 
As the hours passed 


there came a rampart of dead Kaffirs 
and Kaffir horses all around the Boers. 
Once the charging party got so close 
that when the horses were shot two 
of them plunged right over the kraal 
into the Boer horses behind before 
they fell dead, nearly causing a stam- 
pede among the horses of the scouting 
party. 


"The fight started at S o'clock in the 


morning. B? 2 o'clock five or six of 
the Boors were so exhausted they de- 
clared they could do no more. 
Their 


moffths were parched, their tongues 
were swollen with intolerable thirst, 
their arms ached so that they could 
hardly move them, and they were stiff 
in every limb. They said, 'We cannot 
fight any longer.' But he (Potgieter) 
laughed at them. Tut two pebbles in 
your mouths,' he said. 'That will less- 
en your thirst. If you cannot fire any 
more, let me have your guns. You keep 
them loaded, and I will do the shoot- 
ing. 
We must fight or die; there is no 


escape.' And so he heartened them. 
The lighting kept on till C in the evou- 
ing, and then the Kaffirs dfew off.) Tha 
Boers quickly took advantage of the 
opportunity. 
They knew that their 


ouc t.opc was to get clear away, for 
ammunition was running short, and U 
the Kaffirs surrounded them durine t«~< 
night they would be done.

HI* Very Boyhood—Ever Trac to 
His Friends and Invariably Acces- 
sible- to the Poor and Lowly—Bin 
Unostentatious Gifts to Churches. 
The career of the late Senator Wil- 


liam E. Goebcl Las been a strange and 
eventful one,' illustrative In high de- 
gree of the theory that man shapes bis 
own destiny and that to the persistent 
and industrious time brings its own re- 
ward and that these requisites, com- 
bined with honor and integrity, can 
lift the poor boy from obscurity to 
fame and renown. 


Born iu Sullivan county, Pa., 45 


years ago, the parents of the senator 
came to Coviugton, Ky., when he was 
a mere child and opened 'a boarding 
house, says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
His companions of boyhood days say 
he was an e.vfcaordinary lad, for, while 
his companions were playing football 
or marbles, Billy Goebel spent his lei- 
sure moments in reading well thumb- 
ed books of history. 


Drifting from school, young Goebel 


entered Duhme's jewelry establishment 
in Covington, but the workbench was 
speedily vacated, and in 1873 he enter- 
ed the law office of Stevenson & Myers, 
the former ex-governor of Kentucky 
and the latter the father of Hon. Har- 
vey Myers. While working at the jew- 
eler's bench young Goebel became ac- 
quainted with John F. May, a cobbling 
shoemaker, wondrously well read and 
who possessed a library of well worn 
books, and to these young Goebel 
was given ample access. Under this 
preceptor Goebel's mind was broaden- 
ed, and here were first impressed upon 
him the possibilities of the future. 


That Goebel was true to his friends 


was shown by his devotion to John 
May. 
The poor shoemaker had a hard 


fight with the world, but his student, 
Billy Goebel, creeping onward and 
upward, never forgot his first friend. 
In the study of law, as in school, Goe- 
bel diverged from the beaten track, 
and while other young lawyers were 
mastering the intricacies of the waltz 
and quadrille, the complicated evolu- 
tions of billiard and pool balls about 
the cushioned table, Goebel, locked up 
in his office, delved deeper and harder 
Into the solving of the manifold propo- 
sitions of law before him. 


Mr. Myers retiring from the firm, 


ei-Governor 
Stevenson and 
Judge 


James O'Hara formed a partnership, 
retaining Goebel, who later formed a 
law partnership with John G. Carlisle, 
ex-congressman, ex-United States sen- 
ator and ex-secretary of the treasury. 
The esteem and admiration entertain- 
ed for his protege were forcibly shown 
by Governor Stevenson 
when ap- 


proaching the end of life. 
Possessing 


a vast income and accumulation of 
wealth, Governor Stevenson, in mak- 
ing his will, inserted one clause that 
William Goebel should be made execu- 
tor without bond. That trust he held 
to the day of his death and was faith- 
ful to the obligation put upon him. 


Practically without conceit or ego- 


tism, Senator Goebel was a type of 
manhood peculiar to himself. The 
study of his profession was an ap- 
parent inborn desire, and with this his 
only incentive society ethics were dis-, 
dained. He modeled a world in Minia- 
ture, with himself as the only Inhab- 
itant. 


While obscured from 
the 
social 


throng, Senator Goebel was invariably 
accessible to the ppor and lowly or to 
those unfortunate, without money and 
needing advice. Facts were stated, the 
advice offered, and never was the sub- 
ject of fee or reward introduced until 
the case was finally ended. Then the 
client, if successful, was allowed to 
name his own price; likewise the time 
for payment best adequate to his own 
purpose and purse. In the legal pro- 
fession Senator Goebel had few supe- 
riors, and his associates at the bar re- 
alized this. Whenever cases involving 
great Issues were at stake Senator Goe- 
bel's services were in demand, and ev- 
ery member of the bar felt that he was 
violating no legal ethics or rule of 
friendship when calling and asking for 
gratuitous advice. 


While averse to mixing or mingling 


with the world in general, giving rise 
to reports of a cold, sordid disposition, 
those knowing well the quality of the 
senator knew positively the reverse 
and that beneath the exterior of his 
bosom beat pne of the warmest hearts 
that ever throbbed in human breast. 
His devotion to friends was proverbial, 
and never-dld he turn down an old for 
a new one. Bold and courageous, with- 
out fear of man or fate, yet withal as 
gentle and lovable in demeanor as the 
mildest mannered woman, he drew 
about him friends that fairly worship- 
ed him. 


While charged with all the crimes In 


the category, never once was he proved 
guilty, a fact attested when he ran for 
office, for then the bitterest partisan, 
the most rampant accuser, about faced 
and cast his vote for Goebel. While 
not a church member or noted for pie- 
ty, he was loved and admired by priest 
and preacher alike. 
Ostentation he 


disowned. 
Where a church was built 


or jubilee celebrated, no matter what 
creed or faith, a check for $50 or more 
was invariably found by the pastor in- 
terested bearing the name William Goe- 
bel, with the seal of secrecy imposed 
by the words "in confidence." 


His mother died years ago, a devout 


attendant at St. Paul's German Prot- 
estant church, Covington, but her name 
Is still carried as an honorary member, 
and her yearly dues were paid In ad- 
vance by her son, the senator.

RICE CREAM. II. 


This* is a simpler preparations than the 


former and is especially to "be recom- 
mended for young children. Wash two 
tablespoonfuls of rice thoroughly and 
put it u; a double boiler with a quart 
of fresh milk. Let it simmer until the 
lice is ve>-y sott, sweeten to taste and 
serve with or withous cream. For chil- 
dren who suffer with constipation this 
may be given with stewed prunes or 
with apple sauce. 


A variety may be imparted to the 


scraped beef diet, while the patient is 
still confined closely to this, by putting 
the beef pulp into a frying pan over the 
fire and letting it become just heated 
through, ll should then be spread upon 
thin bread, either dry or very lightly 
spread with butter, as suggested above, 
or upon ihin dry toast. Such sand- 
wiches are a pleasant change from the 
regimen of meat balls, of which the pa- 
uent IB likely to weary after a time. 
The child soon becomes very found ot 
such meat sandwiches, and 1 have 
known and young children who pre- 
ferred the meat entirely raw. In that 
case it is perhaps hardly necessary to 
say that the mother or whoever does the 
buying, must give all care to see that 
the beef comes from a house where one 
may be sure that strict cleanliness is 
observed in the cutting and care of the 
meat. 


For older children beef chopped as 


for Hamburg steaks may be provided 
and is excellent for the child who has 
been forbidden to eat twice cooked meat. 
It sounds a simple thing to give a child 
a bit of fresh steak or a chop every day, 
but to people in moderate means, it is a 
good deal of a burden financially. When, 
however, the chopped beef from the 
round is given it answers as -well as ex- 
pense steak, and if the meat is well freed 
from tough and gristly fibre, is even 
easier of digestion. The marketer should 
see always that the meat is chopped by 
hand at the butcher's, and not put 
through a. sausage machine,—a process 
by which the meat mercnant saves time 
and labor and robs the beef of much of 
its best flavor andiViutritive value.

MOONSHINE. 


This dessert combines^ a nice appear- 


ance with a palatable flavor and is a 
convenient substitute for ice cream. Beat 
the whites of six eggs in a broad plate 
to a very stiff froth and then add grad- 
ually six tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar (to make it thicken you may add 
more sugar up to a pint), beating for 
not less than half an hour, and then beat 
in one heaping tablespoonful of pre- 
served peaches, cut in tiny bits and set 
on. ice until thoroughly chiHed. In serv- 
ing put in each saucer some rich cream 
sweetened and flavored with vanilla, and 
on the cream place a liberal portion of 
the moonshine. The above quantity will I 
serve seven or eight people. You may 
use other preserved fruits if yon desire. 


FRUIT JELLY. 


Dlsso-lve one-half box gelatine in twice 


the quantity of water (it will require 
about one hour to do this); add the juice 
of two lemons ana strain; when it be- 
gins to thicken add two oranges, cut up, 
two bananas, one-quarter of a pound of 
figs, and one-quarter of a pound of Eng- 
lish •walnuts and set away to cool. 


SOUR MILK DOUGHNUTS. 


One cupful sugar, two tablespoonfuls 


of melted lard, one pint of sour milk, half 
a teaspoonful salt and flour enough to 
roll out. The dough should not be stiff 
and shoultl not be handled more than 
necessary. Cut into rounds or into 
lengths and twist. Fry in plenty of boil- 
Ing lard. 


FRIED LWBR. 


Cut beef's liver in thin slices and place 


on a platter, pour on boiling water and 
immediately pour it off (this seals the 
outside, takes away the unpleasant fla- 
vor and makes it much more pa3a.te.ble); 
have ready some hot lard or dripping's 
in a spider, dredgre the liver with Dolled 
crackers or bread crumtos seasoned \vith 
salt and peper, put in the spider 
and fry slowly on both sides until a dark 
brown.

Remove the .yolks of six hard-boiled 


eggs and rub them smooth; add one tea- 
spoonful of mustard, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of pepper and enough 
vinegar to moisten the mixture. To-this 
add the whites of the eggs and spread 
between thin slices of slightly stale 
bread. 


PRESERVED CANNED SALMON. 
A can of salmon after being opened is 


not always used up at one meafl and if j 
put away without special preparation is j 
apt to dry up or to taste odly in a few 
days. To preserve the salmon put the 
left over in a bowl or crther deep dish, 1 
sprinkle with pepper, add a. few whole j 
cloves, a blade of mace, cover with cold | 
vinegar and the fish will keep a week 
longer in fine condition. 


BAKED OATMEAL. 


Mix in a saucepan one pound of oat- 


meal with one tablespoonful of butter, 
one pint of water and some salt. Place 
In a moderate oven and bake for fifteen 
or twenty minutes and serve with some 
butter or milk and cream apart.

B A SCO HI AND BRYAN 


Dr. John Bascom has written a letter 


on William Jennings Bryan and his ar- 
guments. It is, to say the least a pe- 
culiar letter for Dr. Bascom, a letter in 
which the writer assumes the role of 
reporter as well as exercises the privi- 
lege of the critic and written in a way 
which easily permits 
the reporter's 


view to be read into the critic's opin- 
ions. On the whole, one will readily 
conclude that it is considerable in the 
way of an endorsement of Mr. Bryan 
and a very considerable in the way of 
a denunciation of President McKinley. 
The letter challenges careful reading as 
much for its evident great amount of 
mental reservation as for its quite re- 
markable lack of material to support 
the impression which it leaves. Prob- 
ably if it were not for the fact that it 
is written by so eminent) a teacher its 
strangeness would not to so great a 
degree arrest the attention. Dr. Bas- 
com, 
after noting Mr. Bryan's great 


popular power and declaring him to be 
an honest man with strong convictions 
and not a demagogue, passes on to 
play the reporter's part concerning Mr. 
Bryan and his relation #> the people 
and to play the part of critic to Mr. 
Bryan's championship of silver and his 
anti-trust and anti-imperialistic doc- 
trines as illustrated in his North Ad- 
ams speech. 


Regarding the money question Dr. 


Bascom sees Mr. Bryan in the lead in 
a gigantic hit-or-miss race to run down 
the offending money power. "Many of 
tHe people feel sure, and justly so, that 
the money power has done them a mis- 
chief.' They err in fastening this mis- 
chief on those comparatively guiltless, 
and In missing the true offenders. But 
they have raised the hue and cry, and 
they may yet run down the right men. 
In this race Bryan is the forefront." 


While we watch Mr. Bryan in this 


rush to get hold of somebody or some- 
thing, to receive punishment let us take 
this close to heart, for it accurately 
describes the Bryan plan and method: 
"He is playing at 'blind man's 
buff,' 


and he makes sturdy strikes, if not al- 
ways at the right man, at the man 
nearest him." But the Bryan money 
argument is "utterly unsound." "Soft 
money is a heresy as indigenous to the 
west as ague and fever" and "this 
epidemic 
of 
thought has 
affected 


Bryan." Still "this error brings with 
it another piece of good fortune," a 
piece additional to the hit-or-miss race 
and the""blind man's bluff game, for 
Mr. Bryan "has by means of it un- 
horsed old leaders of the party, who, 
after all were not leaders, and rarely 
knew what to do with any power they 
might gain." "And the people feel"— 
here the reporter and not the scholarly 
critic? does the talking— "that if Bryan 
is once seated in authority, his success 
will be the beginning, not the end, of 
labor." Further, "if it is a firebrand." 
this "dangerous" "weapon of 16 to 1," 
"Bryan is using it to a good purpose" 
because "the peolpe believe that he is 
about to smoke out with it a woodchuck 
that he has never before unearthed." 
Get the qualifications in this— Mr. 
Bryan has made the people beliftve 
this. Pr. Bascorn has reserved unto 
himself whether he believes it. All Dr. 
Bascom concedes is that, while Mr. 
Bryan's money argument is "utterly 
unsound," a "heresy of the west" which 
has "affected Bryan," a "firebrand" 
and a "dangerous weapon" Mr. Bryan 
is playing blind man's bluff, striking 
out at the thing nearest to him, In the 
forefront of a hit-and-miss race, a peo- 
ple's free-for-all 
after 
the money 


power, which "may yet run down the 
right men" though the people "err in 
fastening the mischief on those com- 
paratively guiltless." If this be so, let 
us hope that the people and Mr. Bryan 
•will be surer of themselves four years 
from now. 


"Having finished the money ques- 


tion," Dr. Baseom writes. Mr. Bryan 
"opened for half an hour on that of 
trusts," and "here again the soundness 
of the man's heart was apparent and 
his Judgment did not lag so much be- 
hind as in the former case." How much 
it lagged behind Dr. Bascom does not 
tell us. He says it was "utterly un- 
sound" on the money question, so we 
may readily Infer from the doctor's? 
slight discounting that it was near to 
parity In his handling of the trusts 
with 
its lagging in the argument 


of 16 to 1. But, continues Dr. Bascom, 
"One was made to feel what a mere 
trick and illusion all laws were likely 
to be in their inception and enforce- 
ment which would be passed by the 
party in power; and how certain Bryan 
and his followers would be to open fire 
the moment their guns were in position. 


Indeed, in our present state of knowl- 
edge, about all that any political party 
can do is to confront the trusts with a 
determination to find out ai.d enforce 
the right method of handling them." 
These are truly remarkable statements 
coming from Dr. Bascom. 
The in- 


dustrial commission has taken vol- 
umnious testimony at Washington on 
the trust question. On its membership 
are some of the ablest men of the 
country not politicians, and the ad- 
ministration has been, patiently await- 
ing their recommendations on this 
most important problem. No recom- 
mendations have yet been made. The 
last heard from the commission was 
that they were e case of doctors dis- 
agreeing. In face of this tangle among 
these non-partisan experts in political 
economy administration men have be- 
gun suggesting ways and means of 
meeting the question. Perhaps noth- 
ing of sjreat value has yet been pro- 
posed, but is it right to send a knife 
for the administration's fifth rib when 
it has been patiently waiting for the 
learned professors to tell it what to do 
to rid the people of the trust burden? 
Has any one heard a whisper from the 
administration that could be construed 
as being in opposition to the 
sugges- 


tions the expert commission were like- 
ly to offer? We believe not. But let 
us back again to Dr. Bascom and 
Colonel Bryan. 
One was made to feel 


how certain Bryan and his followers 
would be to open fire the moment their 
guns were in position" even though in 
"our present state of knowledge about 
all that any political party can do is 
to confront the trusts with a determin- 
ation to find out and enforce the right 
method of handling them." With ref- 
erence te> this it might not be respect- 
ful to quote that about "fools rushing 
in," etc., but the temptation is great. 
But "Bryan and his followers would 
open fire the moment their guns were 
in position." Just in that hit-or-miss, 
"blind man's buff" way, without having 
the range or likely to get it, since our 
present state of knowledge is so im- 
perfect and doctors so aggravatingly 
disagree, wasting their lyddite, we 
suppose, by blazing- away at the thing 
nearest to them whether the right thing 
or not. Did Dr. Bascom ever practical- 
ly state before that a political party 
was in any way competent to engage a 
problem before students had pretty 
well agreed as to its solution? Before 
leaving this portion of discussion let us 
make a quotation from Dr. Bascom 
about Mr. Bryan: "Indeed, if he were 
more intellectually sound, he would be 
to the masses a far less 
acceptable 


leader. He would quickly sink into the 
rank of the theorists." If Bryan were 
less intellectually sound would he be a 
better leader? And if he is "utterly 
unsound" on the money question, un- 
sound, though not so hopelessly on the 
trust question, and "slurred over" the 
vital point in the Philippine problem 
and with all is a leader of the masses, 
a more acceptable leader than if he 
were sound, what»hope is there for this 
republic? We are unable to detect a 
compliment to the people in Dr. Bas- 
com's words, as unable as we are to 
accept the reasoning that a man's un- 
soundness contributes to his power of 
leadership. It is the heart of Bryan 
that leads and we cannot understand 
why , if nature had given him a better 
head, she would have been under obli- 
gations to have given him less of a 
heart. And let it be remembered that 
hearts don't solve profound problems of 
state. 


"The last half hour was 
occupied 


w'th imperialism. Here he got back, to 
the minds of those who heard him, on 
to the broad platform of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and walked up 
and down on it as the secure footing, 
and the only footing of liberty and 
right. He divided the adherents of im- 
perialism into three classes: Those 
who say 'There is money in it,' those 
who say 'God is in it,' and those who 
say 'We are in it and cannot get out.' 
The first two gave fine sweep for 
scornful and reproachful rejection, and 
the third was slurred over." These are 
Dr. Bascorn's words. Mr. Bryan got 
back on the Declaration* of Independ- 
ence as "the only footing1 of liberty 
and right"~"to the minds of those who 
heard him." It cannot bo that Dr. Bas- 
com accepted the Bryan Declaration of 
Independence doctrine1 since the doctor 
a few nights ago at Fitchburg said 
there was plenty of comfortable sitting 
room between Senator Lodge and Sen- 
ator Hoar. Bryan is as extreme as 
Senator Hoar ever thought of being. 
However, Bryan slurred over his third 
division in the third head of his ser- 
mon, 
"We are In it and can't get out 


of it." The money in it and the God in 
It *WP shall leave to Mr. Bryan's scorn- 
ful rejection, but we believe that when 


Mr. Bryan slurred over the great na- 
tional responsibilities he hid under the 
"we are in it and can't get out of it' 
he proved himself as unsound, as dan- 
gerous and as unsafe a leader as h« 
proved himself to be by his treatment 
of money and trusts. How pitifully 
empty was the man's offering on this 
greatest of the three large problems he 
dealt with as a party leader and na- 
tional teacher! Three comic charac- 
terisations and a deluge of ridicule! 
we are confident Dr. Bascom agrees 
with us, or we have wofully misunder- 
stood him up to the present time. 


There is a thorn in Dr. Bascom's foot 


and quite likely it la located in this 
bunch: 


"Moderate men cannot 
but 
re- 


alize, in view of the Porto Rico propo- 
sal, that those who hold to justice must 
all combine as against the growing 
tyranny of the administration. If the 
people are to be put to a choice between 
Bryan, in his large-heartedness, his 
impassioned defense of the many, and 
McKinley, who has so iong been the 
conduit of class legislation the mouth- 
piece of the money power, and whisper- 
ing in whose ear even now is Mark 
Hanna—the personification of class in- 
terest, the leering Mephistopheles of 
wealth gotten by legislation—it will 
certainly not be strange if they take to 
their heart their own champion, and, 
for the nonce, sweep into oblivion the 
counsels and schemes of the 
self- 


seekers, at home and abroad, in com- 
merce and in the state." 
'

Juxtaposition of lucldeiit In the Ittol- 


Ineux Attal«—Suicide and Coward- 
Ice— TUe JTlotorman Hublt—Poet and 
Poetaster — Pugilism and Poetry- 
Talking ATI til the Bead. 
Correspondence of the Transcript. 
New York Feb. 19—Here's an old 


juxtaposition of incidents: On Satur- 
day a verdict of guilty of murder in 
the first degree was rendered against 
Roland B. Molineux; on Sunday he at- 
tended the (religious services in the 
Tombs, and joined in the singing of 
"Nearer My God to Thee." One may 
well wonder whether this vocal effort 
on the part of the accused indicated 
a lack of confidence in his appeal to 
the higher court, or whether it was a 
mere coincidence. By the way, there 
was many a man whom you could have 
knocked down with a feather when the 
verdict was first made public, 
for 


whatever the merits of the case, the 
popular opinion was that the prosecu- 
tion had failed from insufficiency of 
evidence. The aggressive action of As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne, to- 
gether with his persistent attack on 
the character of Molineux's wife, un- 
doubtedly had something to do with 
exciting1 sympathy 
for the 
defense, 


and thereby exercising an influence in 
moulding the verdict of the public in 
opposition to that of the jury. The 
evidence on this point was certainly 
highly colored, and its irrelavp.ncy was 
so clearly apparent that the court 
finally ordered the jury to pay no at- 
tention to it. Despite this ruling, the 
assistant district attorney dwelt upon 
this eliminated testimony at consider- 
able length in his closing plea, al- 
though he evidently felt the necessity 
of justifying himself for so doing, for 
he assured the jury in tones of un- 
mistakable pathos that he was a gen- 
tleman, and, what to him seemed to 
be more to the point ,that he was an 
American gentleman. No evidence was 
introduced in. support of this assevera- 
tion. I can not help calling attention 
here to a singular fact that has ob- 
truded itself upon my notice in many 
murder trials. The law declares that 
the accused person is entitled to the 
presun^ption of innocence, until he shall 
be proved guilty beyono a reasonable 
doubt. I make bold to say that no 
such presumption obtains in the mind 
of the court, of the jury, or of any 
attache of the court. Human nature 
is so constituted that it will not ac- 
knowledge this dictum of the law in 
capital cases. "We are apt to jump to 
the conclusion that the probabilities 
are against the prisoner, for we realize 
that in the long list of murder trials 
the outcome has, in the gr.eat majority 
of cases, been a verdict of guilty in- 
stead ,,of acquittal. We are constrained 
to acknowledge that the police net is 
more apt to catch sharks than gold- 
fish. And so when a poor devil is 
placed in the dock on a capital charge, 
after having been singled out by the 
police and indicted by the grand jury, 
the presumption, despite the mandate 
of the law, is against him. Actually, 
he is compelled to prove his innocence. 
Knowing all this to be true, the prose- 
cution in the Molineux case made the 
most of the fact that the defense called 
no witnesses. The argument that "si- 
lence gives consent" was enforced with 
all the emphasis of which Osborne was 
capable, and objection by the defense 
was promptly over-ruled, the court de- 
ciding that the counsel for the people 
was proceeding within 
the lines of 


legal propriety. The apparent severity 
with which the court treated the coun- 
sel for the defense on many occasions 
during the trial reminds me that in the 
famous Carlyle Harris case the judge 
who tried Molineux was the leading 
counsel for the accused and was so 
zealous in his efforts that he was 
adjudged guilty of contempt of court 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $200, the 
remission of which that ornament of 
the bar, Joseph H. Choate, argued for 
in vain. Lawyer Weeks did not fare 
quite so badly as that.

distinguish the poet fromthepoetaster. 
The line of demarcation is sometimes 
so vaguely defined that the critics find 
themselves first on one side of it and 
then on the other, without knowing 
that they have crossed it at all. "Walt 
Whitman is still making posthumous 
effort to gain a niche in the temple of 
the Immortals, and now comes Edwin 
Markham from 
the land of Bret 


Harte and Joaquin Miller to make con- 
fusion worse confounded among the 
judges ifi the court of criticism. His 
"Man vfith the Hoe" raised a cloud 
of dust, and his latest effort, read at 
the Republican club dinner last Mon- 
day night, has not cleared the atmos- 
phere. That he has the merit of oddity 
no one can deny. His subject was 
Lincoln, and many of the lines in Mr. 
Markham's tribute to the great com- 
moner possess the charm of happy 
imagery. But, taken as a whole, I'm 
really at a loss to determine whether 
it has the ring of the true metal. I am 
willing to believe that "the tang and 
ocior of the primal things" were in the 
martyr president, but I hesitate to be- 
lieve that he had not more than "the 
rectitude and patience of the rocks." 
Nor can I detect the spirit of true 
poetry in Mr. Markham's declaration 
that "the captain with the mighty 
heart held the ridge-poles up, and 
spiked again the rafters of the home, 
when the step of earthquake shook the 
house, wrenching the rafters 
from 


their ancient hold." This sounds to me 
like mixed metaphor, and an unwar- 
ranted alligation of the captain and 
the carpenter. 


Speaking of poetry, who wrote this? 


"The babbling echo mocks the hounds. 
Replying shrilly to the well tuned 


horns, 


As if a double hunt were heard at 


once." 


It's 
a. long descent from poetry to 


pugilism, and it's a regrettable fact 
that the latter causes more thrills 
great exaltation, and a wider interest 
than the former. And, ,when it corns to 
the matter of financial recognition, the 
comparison is still more odious. Hence it 
is not to be wondered at that there is 
just now a feeling of depression in all 
sporting resorts where lovers of the 
boxing game do mostly congregate. 
For it is in the air that the Horton 
law, 
under 
which 
pugilism 
has 


flourished like a green bay tree, is 
about to bo repealed. This situation, 
however, deplorable it may be to those 
who love to see a pair of trained 
athletes "put up their hands," 
is 


wholly satisfactory to Dr. Parkhurst 
and your correspondent 
"When the 


great army of pugilists, trainers and 
seconds, shall be disbanded, and the 
rank and file compelled to do honest 
labor, the spectacle will mark an epoch 
in the advance of civilization.

He says that they are taken by 
the dealer from houses where they have 
>een left, whether there ia sickness or 
not, and that in some cases very little 
attention la paid to cleaning them. 


Another milk dealer who was asked 


about the same matter saad that all 
who used bottles were extrercely care- 
ful In their cleansine.

BRAVERY AT£OLENSO. 


How Corporal Xinp?s Won tie 
Vic- 


toria- &*ross. 


The queen has granted tbe Victoria 


cross, the highest decoration, in the 
British army, to Captain Congreve of 
the Rifle brigade, Lieutenant Roberts ' 
of the King's Royal rifles, Captain 
Reed of the Seventh battery and Cor- 
poral Nurse of the Sixty-sixth battery, 
all for heroism in rescuing guns at the 
battle of Colenso. 


Roberts, the only son of Lord Rob- 


erts, died of wounds received during 
his daring attempt to drag back the 
guns, but the cross is conferred to bis 
memory. Lord Roberts also has tbe 
Victoria cross, the only instance of fa- 
ther and son winning this great honor. 


Corporal Nurse was tbe man who 


really did the business, says the Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Journal. 
In a recent letter he told 


modestly how he dragged several aban- 
doned guns from under a frightful fire. 
After detailing the reasons that led 
to the guns being abandoned Corporal 
Nurse wrote: 


"Some officers 
came around and 


shouted for teams to try to get the 
guns. I got two teams on the bank 
and took out the wounded horses. 
While I was doing so a large shell 
burst 30 yards from us and came 
whipping along to within three yards, 
a long bright steel shell, with a sharp 
point, just nice to go through you. 


"I got the horses over to limber up, 


and Lord Roberts' son held my horse 
while I ^Iped to hook in. As soon as 
I got them mounted I started off at a 
gallop for tbe guns half a mile away. 
The enemy were following us with^a 
perfect storm of shot and shell, one of 
which burst overhead just before we 
mounted and took the off centers clean 
out. 


"Lord Roberts' son was shot as we 


were going up. Bullets were pattering 
around us like hail. One went through 
my haversack, piercing a handglass 
and piece of bread I had in it, my re- 
volver pouch and splintered one of tbe 
fingers of my right hand in two places. 
I got two guns back safely despite the 
heavy fire we experienced going and 
coming. General Buller watched it all 
and sent down for our names the same 
day." 


These are the first crosses of tbe war. 


PLENTY OF SOLDIERS. 


England Ha* Still Several Hnnftre* 


Thoummd Men to Spare. 


Orer a month ago the British war 


office issued an order calling out the 
remainder of the army reserve, there- 
by placing some 70,000 men at the dis- 
posal of the authorities. The army re- 
serve man is not a wornout soldier, 
but a comparatively young man—be- 
tween 25 and 35 years of age—who has 
seen several years' service in the regu- 
lar army and under the short service 
system lias passed out Into the reserve 
while still young, with bis health un- 
impaired, in r«tt vigor of manhood and 
with a soldier's training in marching 
and shooting. 


Of these 70,000 men nearly 50,000 be- 


long to thu Infantry arm of the serv- 
ice, 
nearly 11,000 are attached to the 


lloyul artillery, a force badly needed 
at the seat of war; 6,000 are cavalry of 
the liue, over 5,000 belong to the foot 
guards and 3,000 to the Royal engi- 
neers. A portion of this force has al- 
ready sailed for the Cape, where they i 
have been used to stiffen the backs of 
the battalions ordered to the fighting 
liue. 


With the departure of this army re- 


serve force to South Africa the limit 
of the regularly enrolled available 
strength of the English army may be 
said to have been reached, and from 
now on the British government will 
have to look to the militia, yeomanry 
and volunteers for further re-enforce- 
ments of the army at the seat of war, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
So thoroughly does the war office ap- 
preciate this fact that 24 battalions of 
the militia have already been em- 
bodied, 12 of which will be sent to 
South Africa at once, while the re- 
maining 12 will have a chance to gain 
the necessary proficiency in drill and 
musketry work by garrison duty. The 
effective strength of the militia Is 98,- 
000 men. Of these 14,743 are artillery- 
men and 1,864 engineers, so "that the 
war office can depend on getting at 
least 10,000 men of the two scientific 
branches. 


The nationality of this enrolled force 


is made up of 62,000 Englishmen, 24,- 
000 Irishmen and 12,000 Scotchmen. 
Less than 15,000 are over 35 years of 
age, and aboit the same number range I 
between 30 and 
35, while the re- } 


mainder, nearly 70,000 men, are un- j 
der 30 years of age. Their vocations ; 
in ordinary life show that 32,000 are I 
agricultural laborers, 20,000 are me- ' 
chanics, nearly 13,000 are miners, 10,- 
000 are artisans and 35,000 are fisher- 
men. 
As to religion, half belong to the 


Church of England, 40,000 are Roman 
Catholics, and a small minority be- 
long to what the military man knows 
as "fancy reli.d^ns." 
The 
efficient 


strength of the1--^eomanry Is 11,000 
men, 
90 per cent of which are Eng- 


lish and 1* per cent Scotch. 


The volunteer force has a total en- 


rollment of 230,000. Of these 175,000 
are engineers, and the remainder is 
made up of light horse and the medi- 
cal staff corps. So far the English an- [' 
tborities have only Issued orders for 
the embodiment of 7,000 volunteers as 
a foreign service corps, and that num- i 
ber was reached at 24 hours' notice. 
The regiment raised by the city of 
London and known as the "Lord May- 
or's Own" is an individual force and 
not included in the 7,000 called for by 
the government.

GROWTH OF BERMUDALILIES 


Experiments Conducted In the Sontt 


by the Agricultural Department. 
An interesting experiment is now be- 


ing conducted by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in South Caro- 
lina and in the southern states with* 
the -Bermuda lily, so popular at Easter 
as a gift and for decorative purposes. 
Bulbs have been distributed freely in 
every section of Louisiana and South 
Carolina with a view to ascertaining if 
the Bermuda lily will bear transplant- 
ing to this soil, says the New York 
Post 
An experiment made in the 


Rally experimental station In South 
Carolina was attended with the most 
satisfactory results, and if the same 
luck follows the general experiment 
the home markets can be supplied with 
the native grown product 


The supply in the Bermudas is still 


unlimited, but the stock has so deterio- 
rated as to cause general complaint 
from the receiving florists in the Unit- 
ed States, and this resulted In the ac- 
tion of the' department of agriculture. 
As a corrective method the British 
government has established an experi- 
mental station in Bermuda to educate 
the natives in the more successful 
growth of this one of their principal 
Industries.

How It Once Played a Mean Trlclt an 


Frederick Villlers. 


E. W. Sabel, in The Saturday Byen- 


Ing Post, tells an anecdote of Freder- 
ick Villiers, the famous war corre- 
spondent. Villiers had been under flre 
for some days, the enemy bombarding 
the force to which the artist was at- 
tached, so that the arrival of a shell 
was a commonplace circumstance to be 
treated in the usual way. Out of this 
ordeal he came unscathed to London 
and was strolling down the crowded 
Btrand. 


On a sudden the pedestrians were 


•ppalled to see him fling himself at 
full length upon the greasy, muddy 
pavement and there lie on his face, 
rigid as a dead man. From all direc- 
tions men rushed to render him as- 
sistance. 
They turned him over to 


rub his hands and unbotton his collar, 
expecting to find him in a fit But no. 
On his face they found not the pain 


j and pallor of epilepsy, but astonish- 


ment and mud. Villiers, when they 
laid hold of him, quickly jumped to 
his feet, shook the mud from his hands 
and clothes and then looked around 
for an explanation of his own appar- 
ently idiotic act The explanation was 
forthcoming. 


A few yards behind him stood a 


horse and cart. The carter had a mo- 


| ment after Villiers passed pulled the 
| pin and allowed the cart box to dump 


upon the ground a load of gravel. The 
heavy beams of the cart, of course, 
struct the wood paving with a re- 
Bounding "dull thud," and the clean 
gravel hissed out with an evil roar. 
This combination of sounds, the war 
artist de'clared, was Identical with the 
striking of a live shell, and Villiers, 
forgetting that he then stood some 
thousands of miles from the seat of 
war, automatically flung himself down 
to await the dreadful explosion.

SYMPATHY "OF HOLLANDERS. 


Old nmd Young, Rich and Poor, Unite 


In Helping the Boers. 


The feeling of sympathy for the 


Boers in Holland Is astonishing all Eu- 
rope by the rapidity with which it is 
Bpreading to the very lowliest inhabit- 
ants. A few days ago a little boy only 
14 enterfed the office of a Haarlem pa- 
per, and, emptying his pockets, which 
contained all his savings, said, "This is j 
for the Transvaal," leaving the office j 
without giving liis name. 


A bourgeois of Amsterdam went Into 


the office of an Amsterdam paper and 
deposited 1,000 florins. "I am not- 
rich," he said, "but my wife and chil- | 
drett want me to give this in aid of the j 
Boers." An officer at Breda called his | 
company together and asked them if 
they wished to subscribe. Without a 
dissenting voice all subscribed. 
The 


servants of The Hague have formed a 
league for the purpose of making a 
fund, to which they subscribe weekly. 
Through the newspapers, by commit- 
tees, from 
door 
to door, In the 


churches, in the schools—everywhere 
where the public gathers, collections 
are being made, and millions of florins 
are being found for*the Boers. 


A rich citizen of The Hague proposes 


to found an orphan asylum for the 
children of the Boers who fall In the 
war. 
In Belgium the sympathy is 


nearly as keen, and persons with 
whom I am personally acquainted are 
subscribing $300, $400 and 5500 at a 
time, writes the Chicago Record's cor- 
respondent. . Ambulance- corps are be- 
ing formed and drilled and doctors are 
leaving their practice to go out and 
help the Boers. The unanimity of feel- 
ing is really extraordinary, and the 
English of Antwerp, as well as Brus- 
sels, are obliged to keep quiet. My 
own house was stoned recently by 
roughs because I was known to be a 
correspondent of the American and 
English press. 


(Track la Laid on a Bluff That la Slirt- 


~" ,^ms Into the Mianoari. 


A mile south of Atchison, Kan., the 


entire side of a bluff is sliding into the 
Missouri river. The avalanche is a 
quarter of a rnile long, and at its base 
is the most expensive piece of railroad 
track on the Missouri Pacific system. 
There is probably not another quarter 
of a mile of track in the United States 
which costs more to maintain. 
The 


odd thing about this monster landslide 
Is that it has been slipping down for 20 
years and unless it .takes an unexpect- 
ed plunge will probably be slipping for 
the next 20 years and possibly 50 or 
100, says the Chicago Record. The av- 
alanche is moving more or less at all 
times, but not enough to require watch- 
ing by the Missouri Pacific except 
about two months in the spring. 


During the winter the moisture Is 


held in the ground, and when the frost 
thaws and the spring rains come the 
great mass of earth begins slipping. 
Sometimes it comes down a foot in 24 
hours, and once in awhile it slides six 
feet. The Missouri Pacific then puts 
a force of from 20 to 50 men at work 
pulling the track back to its proper 
place and keeping it level. A man is 
employed to watch the track at night 
and see that it does not get so far out 
of line as to topple a train over into the 
river. Orders are issued to engineers 
to go slow over the bad track, for the 
jar of a train might cause an unprece- 
dented move. 


The bluff is one of the highest of the 


y high bluffs along the Kansas side 


o the Missouri river from Kansas 
City to the Nebraska line. Lying un- 
der about 15 feet of earth there are 
one or more strata of rock aggregat- 
ing from 20 to 40 feet in thickness. 
There seems to have been a perpen- 
dicular split down through this rock 
dividing the bluff almost half in two 
and extending a quarter of a mile 
north and south. The side which lay 
on the river, or east side, slid because 
there was nothing to hold it, while the 
opposite, or west side, was up against 
another bluff. Thus the east side be- 
gan gradually to sink Into the river 
and has laid bare a wall 30 or more 
feet high in places. Here and there 
enormous bowlders, which hung for ! 
a long time undecided with which side | 
to Identify themselves, finally fost their | 
balance and crashed down, dashing 1 
themselves to pieces below. It costs 
the Missouri Pacific several thousand | 
dollars and causes a great deal of anx- 
iety every spring, but there is no way 
of avoiding it

Many Subscriber*, It !• Said, Slay 


Talk on the Same Line Together, j 
InntrninenU So Charged That Ther 
Reapond Like Tuning Fork* Pitch- 
ed to the Same 
Key. 


A multiplex telephone, upon, which 


several conversations may be carried 
on at one time, has been Invented by 
Ernest A. Faller of Sau Francisco. 
Mr. Falle^ believes that his discovery 
will revolutionize the telephone sys- 
tem all the world over, and incidental- 
ly he expects that It will make him a 
rich man. 


If the device will do what Its in- 


ventor claims for it, it will prove of 
great value. In brief, Mr. Faller claims 
that his invention will enable subscrib- 
ers who are on a "party line" to call 
the central station without signaling 
their neighbors' telephones. While one 
subscriber is using the line another 
may also make use of It. No subscrib- 
er on a party line will be able to hear 
what any one else is saying over the 
wire unless he has been summoned, or, 
in other words, eavesdropping on a 
party line will be impossible. In addi- 
tion, Faller claims that his device, 
when applied to a long distance tele- 
phone, will enable persons along the 
line to use it at the same time that 
persons at the two terminals are us- 
ing it 


Faller says It would reduce the num- 


ber of wires in use by telephone com- 
panies by more than one-half. 
He 


would put a dozen or more telephones 
on a single wire, would largely decrease 
the expense of using a long distance 
telephone and would better the service 
rendered by many times. To do all of 
this Faller has produced a small box 
occupying less than four inches of 
space and capable of being placed in 
any standard telephone now in use. 


The simplicity of the scheme is ita 


chief beauty, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Faller says that by his in- 
strument he can so energize one re- 
ceiver that it will receive impulses 
from another which is similarly ener- 
gized and from no other, even though 
five other instruments on the same 
wire are being used for five other con- 
versations. Just as one tuning fork 
will vibrate in sympathy with another 
of the same pitch, so will his receiver 
only respond to the impulses sent from 
the transmitter. His device will ac- 
complish this, he believes, and it will 
be so constructed that any telephone 
can be "tuned" to any other at a mo 
tnent's notice. 
' 
Faller does not put any limitations 


upon the usefulness of his invention. 
By actual experiment he has found 
that with it adjusted to a party line 
five separate conversations can be car- 
ried on without 'difficulty. But he be- 
lieves that it is capable of being ad- 
justed so that one wire will suffice for 
almost any number of conversations. 


He calls his invention a "selector," 


and he proposes to construct it at the 
nominal cost of §5 cents and to attach 
It to any instruifient now in use with- 
out additional expense and without 
making the telephone box appreciably 
larger than at present constructed. It 
will require no care, and as it Is not 
subject to any wear it will last as long 
or longer than the instrument to which 
It is attached. 


Regarding the component parts of 


this invention Faller will say little. He 
has sent a model and drawings to 
Washington, and the patent will be is- 
sued in about a month. 


Faller is the engineer of the Oakland 


Equitable Gas company, and this is 
not the first patent he has taken out. 
A very ingenious manhole cover and 
other valuable devices he has patented 
•within the last few jv-ars. With Faller 
Is associated Oscar T. Weber, secre- 
tary of the Oakland company.

The legislative commltete on' towns 


gave a hearing on the question of 
Jilaekinton annexation today, which 
lusted from 11 till after ^ o'clock. The 
committee changed its plans about tho 
hour of the hearing, toid decided to 
visit Bluckinton. first, which was done 
ii< two of Ford & Arnold's teams. 


The hearing brought out a great 


quaiititv of facts, and a few rather 
lively tilts between B'.ackinton 
men 


and Williamstown men. The Blackin- 
ton annexationasts, the BlackinAon pro- 
testers, "Williamstown and this city 
were all represented. 
The committee 


took a lively interest in It, and showed 
by their questions that the chief thinK 
in their minds was where the line 
should run, and what terms should be 
made for the transfer. Chairman, Lus- 
combe of the committee Dresided. 


KlalUmou's Case 


Representative Brown introduced to 


the committee as the first speaker, 
Judge C. T. Phelps, counsel for the 
Black'nton 
annexationists. 
Judge 


Phelps simply stated the case, giving 
the causes of the proposal, send stating 
its terms, without argument 
farther 


than to give the reasons why Blackin- 
ton felt that annexation was simple 
justice itself. He told of the growth of 
the village on each side of the town 
line, the eastern half having1 improve- 
ments that the western half could not 
secure, and of how the attempt to be 
taken into the Williamstown fire dis- 
trict had failed. 


He said that Blackinton men dis- 


cussed the project before it was finally 
brought to the legislature, and under- 
stood that Williamstown recognized 
the justice of the claim. He spoke of 
the union school matter1, and gave a 
short history of the union school bill. 


As to the form of the bill he said the 


petitioners knew nothing when they 
had it drawn up as to what Williams- 
town would demand or .North Adams 
would accept, and so they left those 
details to be added later. He then 
showed maps of the region 
affected, 


with the statement that about three 
quarters of a square mile, on a survey 
made by Engineer Liinnell was 
in- 


cluded. 


The School Problem 


Judge Fiidpi introduced O. A. Ar- 


cher, a member of the school commit- 
tee, who spoke chiefly o'n the 
union 


school problem. He told in detail the 
history of the bill allowing the union 
school district. The expenses of main- 
taining the union school were borne by 
North Adams and Williamstown by 
assessments in proportion to the school 
census of the two places or otherwise. 
Until the time when the 
Greylock 


parochial school was established, by 
mutual 
agreement 
the assesments 


were 
levied 
in 
proportion 
to 


the 
number 
of 
children 
each 


Fide sent to the school. But when 
this parochial school took about 60 
children of the union district out of the 
union schcal, Williamstown insisted on 
having the assessments made in pro- 
portion to the school census, thus com- 
pelling Blackinton to pay for the main- 
tainance of the union school more than 
its share as measured by the number of 
children it sent. 
Ar.d as a result of 


this, if, the anr.c-:a*ion bill did not go 
through, Blac".:ir.ton had been planning 
to ask the ^legislature for a change in 
the method of assessing the money. 


Since Williamstown has had a school 


superintendent, the Blackinton schools 
had had no supervision, as the superin- 
tendents of Williamstown and North 
Adams were both averse to making 
suggestions for the schools according 
to their own ideas. 


He raised the question of the houses 


just over the Willia'mstown side of the 
proposed new line, and was questioned 
closely by the committee on this mat- 
tor. He said that if those houses were 
not included in the section transferred 
to this city, the children would have to 
go a long distance to the Williams- 
tovn school. 


BlacKinton Company Favorable 
Speaking for the Blackinton 
com- 


pany, whose mill is just on the present 
1-ne, Mr. Archer said that this morning 
ho had received an answer to his ques- 
tion as to how the directors of the com- 
pany felt, and they were decidedly in 


i favor of the change. 


Mr. Archer asked in regard to the 


status of voters in the district if the 
transfer was made before the fall elec- 
tions. 
Chairman Luscombe said the 


committee would disfranchise no one, 
and Mr. Eddy of the commitee saad 
that the method would nrobably be to 
have the, voters in, the district vote as 
usual in "Williamstown until the next 
census was comDleted. 


E. W. Blackinton, also a director of 


the Blackinton company, wa.s called on 
to express the sentiments of the com- 
pany, and he endorsed Mr. Archer's 
statement tha,t the coniDariy favored 
the annexation. 


A Pica From the People 


P. J. Mahoney, from the Williams- 


trtwn side'of Blackinton, and one of the 
petitioners, was called on to soeak for 
the people of Blackinton who would be 
affected by the change, and he made a 
strong plea for the change as to the in- 
terest of his home and his family. 


He said the change would give him 


and the people for whom he spoke the 
Iirivilr-gos 
which 
eveiy progressive 


community sh.juld have. We have no 
water, he said, except what we draw 
from wells, and it is quite a task on 
Monday morning to draw water for 
the week's washing. We tried to get 
Into the Williamstown fire district, but 
wo could not, and while we feel that 
Williamstown would grant us the priv- 
ileges for which we ask if they could, 
they are unable to do- so. But we are 
naturally a Dart of North Adams, and 
we see across the line the advantages 
for which we ask ourselves. 


The Williamstown people seem to re- 


cognise tho justice of our claim, know- 
Ir.g that they cannot give un what we 
ought to have without expense. North 
Adams did not Salr this, as it was a 
spontaneous movement of our own. 


Our schools have no aupcrviplon from 


a superintendent, and at a recent town 
meeting Dr. Boacom s&id that tills 


union school problem was on* of the 
most serious which the town had io 
face, and that the only thing that could 
be done seemed-to be to farm out our 
children to North Adams to educate, 
But I do not want my children farmed 
out where I can have no voice in how 
they shall be trained. 


For water, we have driven wells, and 


yet our cess poola are- near those wells 
and it will only be a short time before 
illness must result from contamination. 
We have a small surface sewer, which 
was first put in with the toi> end lower 
than the bottom, and which had to be 
corrected. Even, now St has nu running 
water, and yet we were ordered' to 
make connections with it. And as a re- 
sult in time of drouth, the stench alone 
the line (Of this small sewer is almost 
unbearable. 


We pay higher rates for fire protec- 


tion than do those just across the line, 
and when we come from North Adams 
at night, when we cross the line we feel 
our way, on account of the absence of 
lights. 


Chairman Luscombe raised a laujrh 


by asking if this was only when he was 
returning from North A(3a.ms. H& then 
asked particularly about the few famil- 
ies that were left out of the pnoiiosed 
change by the present route of the line, 
and Mr. Mahoney replied that it was 
understood when the line was drawn 
that those few families aid nc.t want to 
come in. 


Facts and Figures 


P. H. Moloney spoke at some length 


of the handicap to the children of the 
village in th& present school system, 
and the effort that Blackinton had 
made first to get into the Williamstown 
fire district. Concerning the extension 
of the line beyond what is at present 
pnoposed, he said that some of the real 
estate owners objected, ana that the 


Mr. Hall said he would not say na- 


turally it ousht. 


''Do you consider Blaeklrutoni as a 


source of revenue to Williamstown?", 


"I hardly think so, and yet It may 


be." 


He explained that the town got from 


Blackinton $1000 more than was paid on 
the union school, and that the rest went 
to other improvements'.

Representative Brown, who had been 


charged by implication with keeping 
the matter secret as long as possible, 
explained how the bill was introduced, 
and how at the time the matter had 
been discussed without apparent oppo- 
sition from WiHiamstown, Although 
there was a week after the newspapers 
published the introduction of the bill 
before it was finally concurred in by 
the senate, no< word was htardi from 
Williamstown.

line was drawn as at present, knowing j clined to tel1 what he was doins over 
that this would bring out a protest. 
He spoke of the number of Elackinton 
remonstrants, including' not 
over 14 


property owners there, and said he did 
not consider the referendum necessary, 
as the annexationists at least are will- 
ing to accept the decision of the com- 
mittee. 


Simon P. Galvin, who headed the an- 


nexation petition, spoke along- the same 
lines. 


Several questions "were asked of Mr. 


Moloney, bringing OUT; the fact that the 
valuation of the district affected was 
about one seventeenth of the whole 
valuation of Williamstown. 


Edward Davis said, concerning the 


position of the line, that although, it 
was generally believed that the line as 
proposed ought to be; altered, it was 
thought best to leave it to North Ad- 
ams and Williamstown to settle. He 
was asked how many officers the town 
of Blackiniton had, and he said one 


there. 


He told of several signers on the or- 


iginal petition who were now on the

Williamstown 
was not ready for the question and had 


law was not complied with in regard to 
advertising the matter, so that it had 
to be introduced in th.e legislature un- 
der a suspension ot the rules, which 
could only have been done on the basis 
that there was no opposition which j 
Keoresentative Brown had assured the j 
committee was the case. 
There was 


no opposition at the time because Wil- 
liamstown had not had time to formu- 
late its 'Opinion, not supposing that tho 
matter could come ui> for flral settle- 
ment before thp next term of the legis- 
lature. The bill itself showed that it 
was hastily drawn. 
Therefore he 


thought it was fair to all concerned to 
have the matter referred to the next le- 
gislature or that the referendum be- 
added to the bill, so that it might come 
before Williamstown. 
Mr. Hall did 


not know how this would result, but 
thought that while sentiment might 
affect the people of Williamstown, there 
would be no desire to prevent the an- 
nexation unless it appeared that a 
large minority at Blackinton was op- 
posed to it, in which case the mother 
town would side with the minority. 


Then There Was Trouble 


Mr. Hall referred to the schools, and 
then to the adjourned fir"- district 
meeting of 1899, when the Blackinton 
representatives failed to annear, and 
he adjourned the meeting without wait- 
ing, as no one knew that the Blackin- 
ton people were coming 


Mr. Molony was immediately on his 


feet, and wanted to know if Mr. Moore 
did not ask to have the meeting held for 
a short time. 


"Not to my knowledge," said Mr. 


Hall. 


"Tf he did not, he falsified to us," said 


Mr. Moloney. 


Mr. Hall went on to say that at that 


meeting, before adjournment, the state- 
ment was made from the water com- 
pany that there wasn't enough water 
to furnish Blackinttxn anyway. This 
brought, on another lively exchange 
of questions, between Mr. Hall, Mr. 
Moloney and Mr. Mahoney. Mr. San- 
ford, selectman and surerintendent of 
the water company, finally had to rise 
and say that the statement was true, 
that the water company did not have 
enough water to extend the mains to 
Blackinton.
